The government "sees no rea­ 
son to press its demands.” said 
the spokesman.

A Challenge To 
Cuba's Youth 


An open break between the Catholic Church 
t> ( Cuba and the Castro regime confronts Cuban 
youth with a moral dilemma that may come out 
into the open at the Catholic Youth Congress, 
opening today in Havana. The disturbing choice 
that must soon be made is whether to support 
Castro or their Catholic faith. 
This will be the real issue at the conference, 
which usually brings between 500 and 1,000 
young Cuban Catholic leaders together for two 
days of discussion and policy planning. 
Open 
street clashes between Catholics and pro-Com- 
munists probably will be avoided, but the atmos* 
, 
phere may become heated within the conference 
itself. 
Two principal factions compose the Catholic 
Youth Movement in Cuba. The Young Christian 
Workers is active in the trade unions and in the 
past has been strongly pro-Castro. The Catholic 
University group has displayed more reserve in 
its support of Castro s 26th of July Movement, 
and has actively opposed the purge of alleged 
•'counter-revolutionary elements” in the univer­ 
sity faculties. 
Both factions presumably are united in their 
opposition to Communist influence in the Castro 
regime. 
But there is dispute about the degree 
of Communist domination now existing, and con* 
filet also over whether Catholics ought to disas­ 
sociate themselves from the regime or continue 
to work for change within it. 
The difference of opinion among Catholics 
over the intentions of Castro has been cleverly 
exploited by Fidel, who on August l l sowed 
seeds of distrust with his observation that: 
“There are two kinds of clergy — part in the 
service of the great wealth and part for the poor. 
The people can tell them apart.” By his vicious 
attacks on the church hierarchy he has directly 
challenged the maxim that a Latin American 
dictator’s days are numbered when he falls out 
with the Roman Catholic Church.

Not Straight Thinking 


I have a letter from a correspondent who writes: 
The phrase secondary, eecond rate, persons 
or citizens is a Communist phrase and only used by 
those who consider it useful in attempts to gain privi­ 
leges as a group. Please explain to me why we need 
Civil Rights to protect Individual Rights that we al­ 
ready have?” 
The phrase, secondary or second rate persons or 
C itizen s is not a Communist phrase 
It is not an anti­ 
communist phrase 
It is descriptive of a condition, 
namely, that a person is a citizen by constitutional 
prerogative but is deprived of some rights or advantages 
of citizenship by environmental conditions 
The term is not used as my correspondent from 
Maryland says it is in the quoted sentence. It is used 
descriptively where no other adjectives apply precisely 
As to the conflict between the terms Civil Rights and 
Individual Rights, my correspondent must know that 
whereas the Confutation protects the individual rn his 
natural rights as defined by the Amendments to the 
ConstituUon. those provisions are implemented by legis­ 
lation generally referred to as Civil Rights. 
CM tea the legislation is of a local character; 
aeverthelets it is essential. 
Without surh imple­ 
mentation. the provisions in the Constitution would 
be like the Ten Commandments, broad and noble 
la their expression 
hut not 
applicable without 
legislative provisions, any against murder, burglary 
and adultery. 
My correspondent says further: 
" . . . It may seem unfair for an employer to refuse 
employment to a person because of race, color, or 
creed, but if we are going to abide by our Constitution, 
you are denying this individual the very right you 
propose for some one else 
If the Negroe < sic > and 
Jew are made happy in his pursuit of life, liberty and 
happiness, are you not denying this employer the same 
pursuit and protection under law ? 
Quite true 
Every time a law is passed extending 
and enlarging human rights, it restricts the privileges 
of those who enjoyed special advantages. This was so, 
for instance, when monarchies were abolished and re­ 
publics were established. 
The monarchs and the nobility lost their ad­ 
vantages and privileges and a larger and different 
group of people got them. 
The National Labor 
Relations Act, which benefited the labor unions, 
developed a new power in American affairs and 
lessened the power of great capitalists and indus­ 
trialists. 
Of course, the individual must enjoy the right to 
employ anyone he chooses and to reject anyone he 
chooses. 
He may not like to employ Negroes or Jews 
or red-headed typists 
But suppose the Negroes and 
the Jews and all red-headed persons band together and 
boycott the employer who exercises his prerogative. 
This is a question then as to who suffers most — the 
unemployed or the boycotted0 
Each is within his rights. The employer who hates 
red-headed employes ought not to be forced to employ 
them but if the red-headed do not care to buy his 
products, they cannot be forced to buy them 
That is 
why so many chain stores capitulate to the sit-ins. 
I 
fear my correspondent has not thought this problem 
out. 
Perhaps 20.000.000 human beings are included in 
her excludable groups; it is a very large number of 
consumers 
My correspondent apparently suffers from an in­ 
feriority complex. She says: 


** 
Discrimination is as natural in this world 
as night following day or vice versa. 
I have two 
Jewish friends who to me are as close and valuable 
In my affections as my family. We have common 
Interest, mutual affection, and faith in each other. 
But take me into their social lives among their 


m other friends and I definitely would become a misfit 
£ and I am sure they would feel the same with many 
of my acquaintances 
.” 
I have never experienced this. I have friends who 
are of all nationalities, including Chinese and Japanese, 
and with some I am on terms of intimacy 
I have 
friends who are Roman Catholics, all varieties of 
Protestants, several kinds of Jews, Buddhists, and even 
atheists, but I do not find that nationality or religion 
prevents human beings from being close friends 
In 
fact, these days, they even intermarry and live happy 
lives ever after. 
It is a pity if anyone permits small 
things to make big differences. 
There are those who like to live that way. but they 
do not know what they are missing by living narrow, 
ghetto lives.

However. I now feel certain

Sanford was very frank in talk­ 
ing to me. and answered every 
question fully. 
“One mistake I made was in a 
press conference when I was ask­ 
ed if I had conferred with John 
Kennedy. I wa* a little sm art 
alecky,” he said. “I know I was 
being asked about Bobby Ken- * 
nedy, but the question actually 
was 'John Kennedy’ and I said - 
no 
“While this was the truth, it was 
a mistake because it looked as if 
I was trying to hide the meeting 
with Bobby Kennedy, winch I was 
not. Ifs true we ate in his bed­ 
room. but that was because he 
wasn't feeling well and had to 
lie down part of the time. If we 
had wanted to keep the meeting - 
secret we could have met in any 
one of several private cottages.” 
I asked Sanford what caused ,, 
him to make up his mind at this 
meeting to beck Kennedy. 
“I was impressed by Bobby 
Kennedy and the campaign or­ 
ganization he had built up.” was 
the reply. “He knew the political 
organizations of the Democratic 
party in every state. He had done 
a very thorough job. He was able 
to show what delegates he had 
lined up for his brother in such 
a way that I was certain he was 
going to win. It seemed to me 
that I could win some prestige 
and position for North Carolina 
in the new administration by sup­ 
porting Kennedy. 
Sanford also discussed with me 
in detail his campaign expenses 
and campaign contributions. He 
said that money-raising had been 
much easier in the second primary 
largly due to the fine help of Gov. 
Luther Hodges. 
I came to the conclusion that 
Sanford had

more careful than the average | 
politician 
in 
raising campaign 
funds and that North Carolina 
will be in the hands of an able 
and scrupulously honest man as 
Governor.
